The Star and ITcruhVf! correspondent in 
Lima writes: 

At present writing the inhabitants of 
Lima are in danger of a serious inunda- 
tion. A few days since at a town called 
Matucama. 72 miles away on the Oroya 
railway, a terrible land slide took place, 
on immense mountain leaving its base 
■with a fearful noise, passing across the 
narrow valley and crashing up againsttho 
opposite side, forming a wall (jf earth, 
rocks and diibris in tho bed of tho river 
180 feet high. This obstrui:tioii is l)ciiig 
gradually undermined by tlu; accnmulal- 
ing waters, and it is thought by tho en- 
gineers in charge of that section of the 
•works of the railway that on Thursday, 
7tli iuat, tiie torrent will have reached a 
greater height than the improvised bar- 
rier, and will break through, carryin;; all 
before it, and rushing down the fall (jf a 
mile and a half to Lima, will eomi)l(!tely 
cover the lower poitioii of the city, aft<u- 
having inflicted incalculable damage on 
the estates bordering the course of the 
river. Active steps are being taken by 
tho authorities of tho city to protect the 
threatened district; tlu; walls an; being 
Htrengthent'd, and ]m;oi)1(!, fully aware of 
tho peril, ai'O busily engag(;d in moving 
.their valuables tt) the upi)er stfn-ic;s of 
their dwellings. It is calculated thai, 
ten million cubic yards of earth were dis- 
placed liy tho slide, and the cause is at- 
tributed to the gradual loosening of the 
foundation of the hill by tlu; liltration (if 
the mountain streams coursing down its 
sides. Thice lives were lost during the 
movement. The watchman of tin; rail- 
•vvay.died at his post, ond two unknown 
persons who were passing at the time, 
were buried beneath the enormous mass 
The embankment of tho road is covered 
to a depth of one linndred feet. Tin; hind- 
slido reached a height of three liuiehed 
foot on tlu; o[)pohite' side of tin; valh'y.

The 
Governor of Polorca, writing to the 31in- 
istor of tho Interior, says gi^cat damage 
hiistbeen done to the town. Tho walla of 
tfia Parish Oliurch, the goal, tin. barracks, 
tho market and i)rincipal aoliool for boy.s, 
all had tln ir walls rent and othorwiso 
damaged, leaving them in a ruinous state. 
No lives w(;ro lost, though nia'iy had arms 
and legs fractured. Slmeks w(>n; fell, at 
Illfipol, and subtorraueau iioise.'i heard 
daily.

"In all human probability the fhiih/ 
Graphic's transatlantio balloon expeditioii 
will sot sail from tho Capitol grounds, 
Brooklyn, on Wednesday, Seiitonibcr the 
10th. There is somo uncertainty logard- 
ing tho precise time, as tho weather may 
uot be favorable, and tho gas companv 
may not be able to spore tho JlOO.OOO cubic 
foot of gas required; but it is hoped 
thoa$oehsibn will uot b'eiriater.'.'ihan tlio 
lOfcb. 

Tho great air-ship is now well advanced 
toward completion, aud a largo force of 
men are engaged in iinisliing tho various 
apparatus. All tho parts will bo complet- 
ed and got together in a few days, when 
tho balloon wiU be publicly exhibited on 
tho Capitol grounds, commencing next 
Saturday, and continuing day and eve- 
ning, until tho ascension. It was at first 
intoiulod that it should start without any 
preliminary public exhibition, but in con- 
sequence of the earnest dosiro manifested 
b^' tho public i)ress, tho Griij/kli: Compa- 
ny lia\o decided to make the exhibition 
public.

Rnmors of Further Changes 
in the British Cabinet- 

London, Aug. 31. — Tho Ohserrev to-day 
says the reports which hnvo been current 
for S'jvtr d days, that further changes in 
tho Cabinet aro about to occur, are prema- 
ture, as no decision will bo arrived at un- 
til tho nest meeting of tho Cabinet, which 
will bo hold in the latter part of Sei)tem- 
ber. "It is probable," sa^s ,the,()6«e» r(';-, 
"that the Marquis of Hartington will sue- 
ceod tho Right Hon. William Jloiisel as 
Postmnator-Genoral, and that Hon. Wil- 
liam E. Forsler will become Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, in place of the Marquis 
of Hartington." 

Constable at Lake. — Tho appointment 
of L. B. Lewis as constable of Lake re- 
calls to mind tho time on the Wo.st Coast, 
when H.M.S. Satlej and Devastation (not 
tho present turrotship Devastation; but 
hor predecessor, a iJaddlewheel steamer,) 
visited and bombarded tho Indian vil- 
lages, killed a number of savages and res- 
cued Lewis, who was hold as hostage by 
tho natives. Lewis' scalp was saved on 
that occasion by the ' intrepidity of the 
blue-jackota, who landed, and by a bril- 
liant mauoenvre outflanked the Indians 
and either killed or captured them all. 

Starvation!— A youthful CathoJio priest 
of the Cree mission, on tho Saskatche wan, 
who has spent eleven years in .that coun- 
trj-, gives a terrible account of tho Cree 
famino, caused by last winter's severity. 
Ho says that hundreds of Crees and Plain 
Stonoysdiod, be, himself, counting tho 
bodies of soveuty-fivo who ha{l starved to 
death in a single villago, after having 
eaten everything that could bo eaten, in- 
cluding, ponies, dogs, skins, &c., ka. Ho 
saj-s that near the Creo Mission, nino 
miles from Edmonton, there is a sottle- 
mont of seven hundred whites, chielly 
Scotch. There are plenty wage dig- 
gings. 

Death of Mme. L'HoxELLran. — Tho 
numerous friends of this estimable lady 
will bo pained to loam that sho died at 
Lima, Peru, on tho 2l8t Feb. last. M. 
aud Muio. L. Hotellior wero for many 
years residents of this city and won tho 
esteem and oonildence of all. Mr. Charles 
Lombard of this city is a son of the de- 
ceased lady, and to him wo extend our 
condolence.

Move abqat|b|iLejR.oyal Com- 
-mission. 

A dispatch to tho San Francisco .1//,! 
says:— Ottawa, Ont,, Septembor llh.— 
The Royal Commission appointed to iii- 
yestigato tho Pacific railroad cliargos, met 
in tho Railway Commissioners' rooni, at 
noon to-dny. Mr. Vanooiighnot road 'tho 
Royal Commission. A vory few persons 
wore present, fexoept Sir A. :Mcdonahl 
and otlier^membersof the Oabinot. Tho 
Ghairirian civllotl upon Huntington to 
come forward, hut there was no response. 

Hon. Mr. Staruos w.is tluoi cilled and 
testified as follows; I have papers in niv 
possession which wore given me by Sir 
Hugh Allan and Mr. McMnlleu. Tho 
package coutiiincd throo envelopes, ono 
addressed to Allan, ono toMoMullen. nud 
tho other to myself. They wero handed to me 
by Sir Hugh Allan in tho ])roscuce of Mc- 
Mullen. I objected to their bi'inj^ opin- 
ed without tboir couKont. MeMallcn had 
no objection to tlu; package iieingopened, 
provided nothing it cr)ntnine(l would bo 
published, oxcopt what had a hearing on 
tho investigation. Stiirnes thou said i« 
had objected to tho paekago addrossod to 
McMullen being oponod. Ha said be had 
no knowledge of the PfloiSo Railroad char- 
ter. 

A dispatch to tho «"((// snys:— Rtarucs 
was called and sworn. Ele said Ik; was 
jn-epared to produce documents placed in 
liis hands by Sir Hugh Allan aud Mr. 
MclMullon, and that thi.-y wero in tho same 
condition as when givQif him, He object- 
ed to their being opened before Sir Hugh 
Allan's consent was obtained. 

Abbott horo rose and read a letter from 
Sir Hugh Allan, consenting to tiie paek- 
oges being opened ou condition that tho 
letters should not bo iiublishod unless 
tliity contained ovideiicn which could bo 
legally used in tlio cuso. 

In reply to J ndgo D.ay, Stiimes snid 
there was an ob^otion fund. With refer- 
ence to Carticr's olootioii, Staruos said 
Cartior absolutely refused to u.se any rail- 
way project to fiirthor his oloution. The 
funds wero raised by subscription. Sir 
Hugh being of largo moans, subscribed 
liberally. Witness had no knuwlodge of 
money coming from other sources. Ho 
hoard no mention of tho Paoitic Railroad 
in connection with tho election fund. Ho 
received, lus Treasurer of tho Election 
Commission, about 870,000 in subscrip- 
tions, Tho letters wero then opened. 
Letter No. three was directed to Starnes. 

Sir Francis Hincks Avas iioKt called, 
and being sworn, gavo a detailed state- 
ment of what ho know about tho Pacific 
Railroad negotiations prior to logisliition 
upon the aubjeot. The first conversation 
was with Cyrille Graham, in 1870. Gra- 
ham said America woiilil give up tho 
western end of the Northern Pacific, pro- 
viding Canada would give up tho easlorii 
end, allowing it to bo built through 
America territory. From other convor.sa- 
tion, he thought an arrangement might 
bo made with American capitalisis. He 
referred to tho visit of McMuUcn and 
others to Otttiwo, when thav produced 
tho names of American cftpitalists. In 
every intsrview thoy wero informed that 
tho Government could not possibly make 
any arrangement with tboni, but wero 
willing to hear nil thoy had to aay on the 
subject. Sir Hugh and McMullen came 
before the Cabinet. Sir John said the 
Government would listen to nn^- proposi- 
tions from Sir Hugh, but wero not pre- 
pared to-accopt any of them. Finally, it 
was decided, in tho seheoio which was 
submitted to Parliament, without any 
consultation with outside parties, that it 
bccamo tho unanimous decision of the 
Government that Americans must bo ex- 
cluded from any part of the conatructioa 
of the Pacific Road. 

In reply to the Judge, Sir Franci.s 
Hineks stated that no understandiug, di- 
rectly or indirectly, was come to between 
tho Govornniont and Sir Hugh, or any 
of his friends, whoroby the latter were to 
receive a ohnrtor on condition of advanc- 
ing large sums of money to aid iu the 
Dominion elections. He knew of no ar- 
rangement between any individual mem- 
bers of tho Goveruniont and Sir Hugh 
Allan to that effect. He knew Sir HukIi 
had contributed to tho election funds, 
but did not know it till long after the 
ollctions wero over, and tho charter was 
given. Did not know how much money 
Sir Hugh h.id subscribed. Did not de- 
feet that money was ofTcrod to any moni- 
bor of the Government in oonnectioa with 
tho Pacific Railroad, and novoi- received 
any money or promise from Sir Hugh or 
anyone else in connection with the Paci- 
fic Railroad. McMullen's slatemcnt.M re- 
specting such loans or gifts woro pure 
fabrications. Ho stated that up to tho 
close of the election tho only policy of tho 
(rovornment was an niiialgamatinn" of the 
two Canadian CoinpaiiicH. It was not the 
intention of the (iovernnionfe to i.ssiie any 
charter un\il nil attempts ntauch ninnlKa- 
tion had failed. Up to October tho Go\ - 
ornmont hoped such an nmalgation would 
bo brought about.
